Mamoulian was one of many Broadway directors brought to the Hollywood studios in 1929 
specifically to make "canned theatre" in the early days of sound. But he quickly 


became a technical innovator in camera movement, sound, and color psychology. 


In "Applause" (1929), his first film, he was the first to use two separate channels 
in recording sound; in "City Streets" (1931) he introduced the device of audible 
thoughts; in "Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde" (1931) the camera was used in the first person 
for the first time, and surrealistic sounds ("Mamoulian's sound stew") were first 


used. ‘Becky Sharp" (1935) was the first feature film shot in Technicolor. 


Mamoulian movies made stars of Sylvia Sidney ("City Streets"), Fredric March and 
Miriam Hopkins ("Dr. Jekyll and Mr. Hyde"), Myrna Loy ("Love Me Tonight"), Ida Lupino 


("The Gay Desperado"), William Holden ("Golden Boy") and Rita Hayworth ("Blood and

Sand"). He also directed Greta Garbo, Marlene Dietrich, Tyrone Power, Gary Cooper, 


Maurice Chevalier and Fred Astaire. 


His first production for the New York stage was the 1927 "Porgy"; later he directed 
the Gershwin opera classic "Porgy and Bess" (1935), and Rodgers & Hammerstein's 


"Oklahoma!" (1943). 


He has published "Abigayil, Story of the Cat at the Manger" (1964), and “Shakespeare's 
Hamlet, A new Version" (1966). He worked on the film "Cleopatra" for over a year 


before resigning. 


Of the present state of films, Mamoulian (in a 1967 interview with Raymond Rohauer) 
has said: 


Films, as nearly all other fine arts today, suffer from psychic depression. 
In the last few years, the dam has broken loose; the placid waters of ossified 
conventions, rules, codes of censorship have become a turbulent torrent 
flooding the landscape - a nearly total "freedom," a free-for-all! Results: 
a lot of amateur shenanigans, pretentious vulgarities, clinical self-reve- 
lations, commercial trash, and in the midst of this some genuine new talents 
and achievements. What many a film maker must realize is that freedom does 
not mean self-indulgence. No one can create a work of art without ruthless 
self-censorship of good taste, critical eye, and a firm belief that its ulti- 
mate purpose is to contribute to the dignity of life and the nobility of man. 
Art is for life's sake.
